Costly Victory in the Bohlen Fight 

The fight of Senator MeCarthy’s cabal against 
confirmation of Charles E. Bohlen as Ambassa- 
dor to Russia was one of the most embarrassing 
developments. Mr. Bohlen, a career diplomat 
and outstanding expert on, Soviet affairs, had 
been approved in committee by a vote of 15 to 0, 
but his appointment was delayed in the Senate 
for a month. He was attacked ag a “security 
risk,” then because he had served under Secre- 
tary Acheson, and also by personal innuendo. 

Before approval was voted, 74 to 13, the integ- 
rity of Secretary of State Dulles and President 
Eisenhower were impugned. The FBI's file on 
Bohlen was demanded, and a precedent-setting 
inspection of a summary of it was finally made 
by Senators Taft and Sparkman. 

In the end, Senator Taft moved to the Admin- 
istration’s support, but only after saying, in al-

McCarthy’ s Gift from the Greeks 


“The dust of the Battle of Bohlen Ridge had 
hardly settled when Senator McCarthy surprised 
the nation with a new coup, his privately negoti- 
ated agreement with Greek ship-owners to re- 
frain from carrying cargoes to Communist ports.

Retreat on Trade Barriers 

President Eisenhower, before and after elec- 
tion, left no doubt that he believes in reducing 
trade barriers as @ means of stimulating the in- 
ternational trade which is so necessary to the 
economic welfare of the free world. In this third 
month of his Administration, however, grave 
doubts arose as to his willingness to fight high 
tariff men in his own party in order to carry his 
principle into action. 

A significant reduction in trade barriers re- 
quires a three or four year extension of the Re- 
ciprocal Trade Agreements Act, the removal of 
its crippling “peril point” and escape clauses, 
drastic simplification of customs procedures, re- 
peal of the “Buy American” Act, and a strong 
administrative policy of encouraging imports. 

As against that measure of the need, the Pres- 
ident has come out weakly for no more than a 
one-year extension. His Administration has pre- 
sented no bill of its own to counter the high 
tariff bili which would plaster the act with still 
more restrictive amendments, He recommended 
eustoms simplification in January, but has done 
nothing to back it up since. His Department of 
Defense has recently rejected a British bid to 
supply electrical equipment for a dam in com- 
petition with American manufacturers. The 
President, after conferring with G.O.P. protec- 
tionists, appointed as member and prospective 
chairman of the Federal Tariff Commission Jo- 
seph E. Talbot, a high-tariff man. 

The President spoke in general terms for a 
liberalized trade policy, but in terms of political 
action there was a disappointing retreat. 


Tenth Seat in the Cabinet 

When Republican congressional leaders and 
the White House got their wires trossed two 
months ago, Congress first began to cut the 
President's ‘posvers to reorganize the executive 
branch and then restored them to him. After 
this strange beginning, however, real progress 
has been made. 

President Eisenhower has introduced four re- 
organization plans, Three affect the Justice and 
Agriculture Departments and the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization. Most important, the first such 
bill—to establish a Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare as a tenth Cabinet post— 
went through Congress without a hitch. 

This important reorganization was recom- 
mended by the Hoover Co on. When first 
proposed in 1947 it was killed in fear that such 
a department might encourage national health 
insurance. But President Eisenhower told the 
American Medical Association he would not per- 
mit “socialized medicine.” Mofeover, it was

The Roberts 10 Per Cent Scandal 

The Administration was extricated from its 
most serious political embarrassment by the 
forced resignation of C. Wesley Roberts as Re- 
publican National Chairman. 

Less than a month after President Eisenhower 
had turned to his home state to pick Roberts for 
party leadership, the Kansas hospital scandal 
blew up on the G.O.P. Chairman. Legislative in- 


‘ vestigators found that Roberts, in taking fees 


from special interest groups in Topeka, includ- 
ing a 10 per cent fee on a state purchase, had 
“deliberately and intentionally violated the spirit 
of the (state lobbying) law.” 
Chairman Roberts contended-this was a “plot,” 
but nevertheless felt obliged to resign. The Pres- 
ident called the resignation a “wise decision.” At 
this point many Eastern newspapers, which had 
ignored the scandal, echoed the sigh of relief. 
The outcome was that the Republican party 
found. a new chairman, Leonard W. Hall of New 
York. Though party factions agreed on Mr. Hall, 
the record shows that as a Congressman from 
1939 to 1952 he voted to kill the Reciprocal 
Trade Act, to kill Point IV, to reduce defense 
spending and to hamstring several other pro- 
grams which President Eisenhower specifically 
pledged to support in the 1952 campaign. 


Blows at Public Power 

Public power received one body blow after 
another. Though Interior Secretary McKay 
warned that serious power shortages threaten in 
the mext two years and power may have to be 
allocated, power and transmission were 
cut out of the budget almost across the board. 

President Eisenhower appointed to the Federal 
Power Commission Jerome K. Kuykendall, chair- 
man of the Washington State Public Service 
Commission, a foe of public power. Mr. Kuyken- 
dall, now confirmed by the Senate without de- 
bate, may cast the commission’s deciding vote 
in such delicate matters as the preference 
clause, which safeguards the public's right to 
first call on the power from its own projects. 
The House Appropriations Committee gutted 
the Interior Department's power budget and is- 
sued a statement declaring there would be no 
more Government power produced where there 
is private business in the electric power field 
and no more publicly built and operated trans- 
mission lines unless private companies first turn 
down the opportunity to build them. 

These measures could wreck the public power 
program and the program of national resource 
development of which it is a part. 


Labor Act Amendment Discord 

The Administration’s first-month failure to get 
labor and industry to agree on amending the- 
Taft-Hartley Act extended, in the third month, to 
Congress. Senate and House hearings produced 
little but discord. The White House itself offered 
no advice. The prospect was that any changes 
made in the law would be of minor importance, , 


‘Play of the Market Place 


Secretary of Commerce Weeks shook the con- 
fidence of the national scientific community 
when he summarily ousted Dr, Allen V. Astin as . 
director of the Bureau of Standards. The up- 
heaval was so sharp that several hundred scien- 
tists in the bureau prepared to resign, and Sec- 
retary Weeks temporarily withdrew his dismissal. 

Still unanswered are the basic questions raised 
by Secretary Weeks’s attack on the bureau. How 
did it happen that Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce Craig R. Sheaffer, who has himself been 
cited by the Government for deceptive claims, 
could enlist. himself and his superior officer in 
the private cause of a battery dope manufacturer 
who had run afoul of the Bureau of Standards? 
What is to be the future of Government research 
intended to protect consumers from fraudulent 
or deceptive claims, a function which Secretary 
Weeks explicitly assaulted with his praise for 
“the play of the market place”? 


Public Housing Loses a Round 

The G.O.P, majority in the House rebelled 
against White House leadership when it voted 
down the ‘Administration's recommendation for 
a limited extension of the public housing pro- 
gram. Most Democrats voted for the President's 
request. Senator Taft, declaring that the pro- 
gram could be continued without substantially 
affecting the budget, indicated he would fight. to 
restore it in the upper chamber, 


Senator Taft's Position of Power 

Perhaps the most important development po- 
litically was the definite establishment of Sena- 
tor Taft as the key figure with respect to Eisen- 
hower Administration fortunes in Congress, In 
his role as Majority Leader, the Ohio Senator 
showed himself to be the solver of more than 
one difficult Administration problem. Thaf the - 
solutions were’ more on the side of Congress 
than on the side of the White House was inevit- 
able as a result of the high-level decision to al- 
low Congress, for the most part, to go its own 
way.

Even the most rabid anti-Com- 
munists concede that President 
Jacobo Arbenz Guzman, for ex- 
ample, is no Communist.

UL BEISMAN sat in his of- 
fice at the American theater 


and looked around the pan- © 


eled walls at the dozens of auto- 
graphed pictures of the great stars 
of more than three decades who 
had looked across the theater's 
footlights and said, “After all, I 
have a little lump in my throat 
when I think about this building 
being torn down. Because, in a 
sense, this theater and I started 
together.” 

The late Louis A. Cella, who 
won $40,000 in a crap game and 
with it started a real estate em- 
pire in St. Louis, built the Ameri- 
can theater, and when he did he 
set the stage, in a manner of 
speaking, for Beisman, who has 
come to be known, after more 
than 40 years in show business, 
as Mr. Theater in St. Louis. 


The American opened in April 
of 1907 as a vaudeville house on 
the William Morris Advanced 
Vodvil Circuit. Then it changed 
to popular-priced traveling at- 
tractions out of New York and 
Chicago. A couple of the travel- 
ing attractions, to give you an 
idea, were entitled “Mutt and 
Jeff" and “Bringing Up Father.” 

In those days there were 11 
theaters in St. Louis with real 
people on the stage. They ran 
the gamut from burlesque through 
vaudeville to the high-toned legi- 
timate theater, which was to be 
found at the Olympic on Broad- 
way, the Century at Ninth and 
Locust and the Shubert at Twelfth 
and Locust. Beisman, an enter- 
prising newsboy, had staked out 


- @ spot for himself in front of the 


Shubert. In time he got a job 
as an usher. And still later he 
got a job as office boy to Melville 
Stoltz, a theater manager in the 
old and grand tradition. It was 
Stoltz who had Anna Held take 
a bath in milk. It made Anna 
immortal in the theater. Few 
people remember Stoltz today, 
but Beisman recalls him with 
fond appreciation. “I only re- 
gret,” he says, “that I didn’t put 
down the wonderful yarns of the 
theater that he used to tell us 
when I was a youngster.”

MILE-LONG RAILROAD TRESTLE soon will replace the Poplar street sur- 
face tracks that | have been a source of vehicular traffic snarls on 
the south edge of downtown area. The $1,250,000 elevated struc- 

ture, being built the Missouri Pacific Lines, will eliminate grade cross- 
ings at Third, Fourth, Broadway, Sixth and Seventh streets. Scheduled to go 
into use sometime this summer, it will serve as a single-track connection for 
transfer of freight between the railroad's Lesperance street and Twelfth street 

Cost is being borne by the railroad, the city and the State Highway 


Except for steel spans bridging streets, the trestle is constructed of pre- 
cast concrete piles and slabs w were made in the railroad’s installation 
at Little Rock, Arkansas. The structure consists of a series of three-pile bents, 

at 18 to 24-foot intervals, supporting tremendously heavy concrete 

abs that form the roadbed. Most of the steel-reinforced, octagonal piles 
were driven to bedrock. Use of precast units permitted speedy and eco- 
nomical construction; work on the project started a year ago. 

The structure rises on a gentle grade northward from the Lesperance

@® It was almost dawn in the Nevada desert. 
Everything—and everyone—seemed calm. But 
in a few seconds, an atom bomb would be shot 
off. What would you be thinking—if you were 
there? Mrs. Violet Keppers, 21, a Las Vegas 
housewife, was there. She was one of the few 
women allowed to watch the bomb test last 
month. Here is what she thought—a few sec- 
onds before—and a few seconds after ... the 
biast. 


YUCCA: FLAT, Nev. 
I AM, only about an hour before the ex- 
Hy picsice rm shaking as much from excitement 
as from the cold . .. It’s 38 above. 
Only 10 more minutes now. I'm tingling inside .. . 
butterflies in my stomach. 
I told the PARADE photographer not to get too 
far away. I feel all by myself. 
Guess Ill check how it’s going to be wher I take 
, off my goggles, after the bomb bursts—one-one thou- 


sand, two-one thousand, three-one thousand, four-one 
thousand. » 

@ We were warned not to look at the bomb with 
unshielded eyes until about four seconds after the 
shot. They said we would risk eye injury. 

@ Now it’s down to the last 10 seconds. All of a 
sudden, a beautiful and terrifying sight. 

First a white light. Then-—even through the gog- 
gles I'm wearing—the shot becomes a brilliant splash 
of red and yellow. 

I guess I cried. I was overwhelmed by what was 
happening. There was some heat, but not as much as 
I expected. In those first seconds of awe and fear I 
forgot about the biast. 

It came 34 seconds after zero hour. It was the 
loudest noise I ever heard in my life. I was jarred to 
my heels. I pressed my hands to my ears to shut out 
the noise, but that didn’t help. 

After seven hours, radioactivity decreased, so we 
were allowed to get closer to the two-story houses 
(with dummy occupants) set up not far from ground 
zero. 
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FOUR SECONDS after the bomb biast, Mrs. Keppers raised 


her goggles to see the ‘beautiful and terrifying sight.” 


@ Holy cow, even from about 500 yards away I 
could tell what would happen if an A-bomb fell on 
one of our cities. —_ 
@ I kept thinking about a woman I know who thinks 
all this talk about the horrible effects of an A-bomb 
explosion is a lot of nonsense. 

And then there was the taxi driver who ran for 
cover when an A-bomb test last year knocked out 
plate glass windows in five stores in Las Vegas. But 
he still laughed at the idea of our cities being bombed. 
I can only hope that we'll never experience an A- 
bomb attack.

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How a Drunk Driver 


For the first time, in a controlled experiment, 
PARADE watches four drunk drivers go to pieces

EAST LANSING, Mich. 

T 10:30 p.m. the other night a man going 

home from a friend’s house suddenly 

realized he was driving 45 mph in 
second gear. 

A moment later he signaled for a left turn— 
after he had made the turn! 

Then that driver remembered: he had had 
two stiff bourbon highballs. He continued cau- 
tiously. But .before he reached home he 
counted three more driving errors: (1) he 
found himself going 40 on a 20.mph street; 
(2) he started too fast at a green light, nearly 
bumped the car ahead; finally, (3) he reached 
to dim his headlights, turned off his motor 
instead. 

All these errors he told his wife. She said: 
>» “You probably passed 10 other drivers who 
had been drinking. Do you suppose they, too, 


were making mistakes like yours?” 


Here in Michigan a few days ago, science 


began to seek an answer to that wife's ques- 
tion. The.results were dramatic—and at times 


frightening. 
They Were Surprised 


OR ONE SOLID day, drinking — and drunk — 
drivers maneuvered around a test course 
at Michigan State College while their ac- 
tions were carefully observed. It was the first 
experiment of its scope ever made with dual- 
control cars. 
By nightfall, the weary investigators re- 
ported that in this single day of testing they 
had gotten some surprises: 


by a ball thrown into the road, “froze” to his 
controls. He found he could not move his foot 
from his brake. His leg was locked in a stiff 
cramp. , 
> 2. LOSES MEMORY: Another driver (after nine 
highballs in five hours) forgot how to start his 
stalled engine. He, too, had been startled by a 
surprise emergency. For five minutes he sat 
puzzling (see photos below). Then he mistook 
a red light on his dashboard for his ignition 
key! 

> 3. SUDDEN SHOCK: A third driver, stopping 
quickly to avoid hitting a dummy (see photo, 
right), went into a state of shock, breathed 
heavily, began to sweat. The emergency had 
suddenly deprived him of all power to drive. 
> 4, SPEED GOES UP: But most significant of all, 
perhaps, was this: On the last of five test runs 
(the radar revealed) every driver's speed went 


. up—although each one was fighting to hold his 


speed to an estimated 25 mph. (Speedometers 
had been concealed.) 

“I simply couldn't tell,” said one driver, 
“whether I was going slow or fast!” 

The job of testing drunk drivers was under- 
taken by MSC’s famous Dept. of Police Ad- 
ministration and sevéral interested highway 
agencies in cooperation with PARADE. For. 
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hearing heater fan 


- years, the MSC Police school has tested drunks. 
But this was the first time any had been put 
behind the wheel. (No college students ever 
participate in the tests.) 

The test drivers—four in all — were experts 
at handling cars in emergencies. (Their names 
cannot be told.) Each was competing with the 
others to do a good job of driving. 


He Cut Loose 


tT 9:30 am., the first car (Driver A) passed 
A over te nait-mile test route Driver A 
drove carefully, was able to estimate 


In the front seat, frankly frightened at 
times, rode East Lansing’s Police Chief Charles 
Pegg, ready to take over the dual control and 
cut the switch if an emergency arose. One did. 

All day long, Driver A had been careful. 

Now, at 4:45 p.m., after 7 beers, he drove 
successfully, dead slow, through the maze of 
curves marked by 30 flags and cones. 
> “That’s fine,” he was told. “Do it again.” 
>» Again he went through the maze, grazing 
one flag with his fender. : 
>» “Now once more,” said an observer. 

» Suddenly, the calm, friendly driver snapped. 
His car roared to life. It lurched, gained speed. 
There was a clatter of falling poles. Rubber 
cones went flying. Driver A was “cutting 
loose.” He was mowing down the test course. 

Suddenly his car (see photos) shot out of the 
last curve and stopped. But Driver A had not 
stopped it. His front-seat passenger, Police 
Chief Pegg, at last had cut the switch! 

Driver A got out and looked at what he called 
the “carnage.” 

“I figured you wanted some excitement,” he 
said. “I thought I'd show you. I wasn’t mad.” 

Said the researchers in the back seat: 

“Not mad? He was so mad he was spitting 
nickels. He had lost his judgment.” 


Cracks Up..! 


What went on in the other drivers’ minds? 
> Said Driver B (after 5 highbalis): “I’m 
Starting to drive a lot worse.” (After eight 
highbalis): “My driving is perfect.” (In the 
back seat, the official observers were writing: 
Excessive speed around circle. Judgment less. 
Backing up, drove bff road.) 
> Driver C (after 10 highbalis): “Hell, I 
wouldn't drive now in traffic .. . I might hit 
some damn drunk. I'd take a taxi.” (Wrote the 
observers: Forgot to make turn ... Very cau- 
tious ... Ran front end of car into curd (while 


) . .. Opened door and threatened to 


backing 
“beat the hell out of” observer in field.) 

(This driver collapsed on his next test trip.) 
» Driver D (after 6 highbalis): “I could do a 
pretty good job of driving now.” (The observers 
wrote: Raining, but failed to start windshield 
wiper ... Steering with one hand .. . Thinks 
his wife and child could ride with him safely 
mow...) 

This driver, actually, was still doing a fair 
job. But this was the same man who, on his 
next run forgot how to start his car! Would 
another surprise confuse him again? 
>» No conclusions could ever be drawn from one 
day’s testing of drunk drivers. 
> But this fact kept emerging: 
>» Up to three drinks, the drivers knew they 
were making mistakes and could correct them. 
But after three drinks they began to lose the 
power to correct their errors. This was when 
their driving became dangerous. 
>» Does this apply to other drinking motorists? 
» Do they, too, cramp at the wheel in emergen- 
cies, lose their memories, lose sense of speed? 

Only long, careful testing can tell. 

Meanwhile, from the test drivers comes this 
advice for other motorists: 

“We knew we were being tested. We would 
never have driven in that condition. We would 
have had sober drivers take us home. 
> “We kept telling ourselves, over and over 
again: ‘Go slower, go slower!’ That’s the only 
thing that pulled us through!” 2 
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PARADE TRAFFIC REPORT:

SPRY, cave-exploring priest 

above may hold the key to a 

mystery that has baffled sci- 

ence: how did our ancestors 

survive when Arctic glaciers covered 
Europe, 15,000 years ago? 

The priest is Father Jesus Carballo, 
76, who has spent a lifetime crawling 
through the maze of tunnels and caves, 
30 miles southwest of this town on 
Spain’s north coast. 

He believes—from arrowheads, bone 
implements and wall paintings—that 
the caves once formed a vast under- 
ground Ice Age “city.” Some of them 
run a mile or more into the earth. 

His theory: 
> Perhaps as early as 13,000 B.C., a 
band of wandering hunters, driven by 
the cold, stumbled on one of the cave 
openings and went in for shelter. 
>» The women, remaining below to care 
for the children and to make hunting 
weapons for the men, made the caves 
into crude homes. 
>» As other hunters joined the first, the 
population grew, moving deeper and 
deeper under the mountain. 

» To rule the growing horde, kings 
sat on a throne in a huge, fire-lit cav- 
ern, big enough for meetings. 

» To decorate the caves, hunters 
turned artists drew bison and wild 
horses on the walls. 

>» As the ice cap melted, water drove 
the inhabitants from the caves and 
the entrances fell in. 


He Had an idea 


HEN THE first caves were redis- 

covered in 1880, few people 

thought they were important. 
Father Carballo, a young man who ar- 
rived in Santander in 1905 to teach, 
thought differently. 

After morning Mass, he put on work- 
man’s shoes and dared explore farther 
into the caves than anyone else. He 
came out with some crude arrowheads. 
that convinced him the caves had been 
inhabited. 

Local people laughed at him, but the 
little priest slowly accumulated a col- 
lection. “It wasn’t until 1919,” says 
Father Carballo, “when King Alfonso 


came to summer at Santander, that 
people would believe me!” 

In 1924, after visiting the caves, the 
King helped create an association to 
dig deeper and build d museum to hold 
Father Carballo’s treasures. 

As other caves were fqund, Father 
Carballo took to scorching down the 
road from Santander on a motorbike 
to save time. , 

With the help of foreign scientists 
(including some from Yale and Har- 
vard), he found everything from 
carved scepters, stone lamps and har- 
poons to bone pins and needles. 


Throne Was Missing 


HERE Was only one thing lacking— 
the actual throne room of the dead 
kings. Last April, by accident, an 
assistant climbing nearby Mt. Castillo 


” found a deep hole. 


Father Carballo,then 74, insisted on 
being lowered into the hole on a rope. 

Touching bottom, he stood in a 
richly-decorated cave, with a passage 
leading deeper into the darkness. 
» Father Carballo stumbled on. Soon, 
he found what he had looked for: the 
throne room itself, with a stone throne 
carved like a buffalo. 
» This summer, the little priest will 
get even more recognition. He’ll report 
his latest findings to scientists from all 
over Spain, meeting in Madrid to dis- 
cuss what may be Ice Age man’s cave 
city. They hope, too, to find more caves, 
lower in the valley.

All poisons fall into three gen- 
eral classifications (1) irritants, 
like arsenic; (2) nerve stimu- 
lants, like strychnine; and (3) 
blood poisonings, like carbon 
monoxide. A good toxicologist 
knows the body’s reactions to all 
three—and can spot them.
